It 
would  seem,  however,  that  there  ere  men  in 
Vancouver  Island  who  cling  to  the  eld  fendel 
ideeot  land— its  powers,  its  privileges,  end 
its  immunities.   They  think  it  a  subject  that 
ie  much  too  sacred  to  be  even  talked  about 
in  a  Legislature,  end  resent  eay  attempted 
interference  with  a  warmth  end  vigor  that 
would  in  any  ether  cause  be  truly  oom- 
mendable. 

For  the  laat  eeven  years  the  principal  evil 
on  Vancouver  has  been  nndoubtedly  that  ol 
lend  speculation.   Time  end  egein  the  people 
have  remonstrated  egeinet  the  iniquitous 
system  of  allowing  unlimited  ^nautilie*  ol 
cultivable  soil  to  be  purchased  And  bold  by 
individuals  who  never  intended  to  pet  it  to 
its  natural  uses — bat  they  have  remonstrated 
ia  vain.  The  Honee  af  Assembly  has  always 
bad  the  speculators  interest  et  heart  much 
more  than  the  interests  ot  the  publio,  from 
the  simple  feet  tbet  the  member*  were  prin- 
ci pally  of  the    lend    epeeo luting  class 
Up  till  the  present  eoesion  these  gentlemen 
have  effectually  barked  every  effort  to  btiag 
this  class  ander  wholeaome  lews.  Bven 
new  their  strength  in  the  House  is,  we  fair, 
too  greet  lor  any  successful  ettempt being  made 
to  control  in  a  perceptible  degree  the  pressing 
evil ;  the  form  which  the  debate  took  yes- 
terday shows  to  what  lengths  the  oppo- 
sition ere  prepered  to  go.   We  oennet  agree 
wiib  Or.  Dickson's  motion  in  reference  to 
the  three  per  cent  on  all  uncultivated  lends 
in  the  settled  ^striate,  not  because  we  think 
the  proposition  is  in  the  abstract  wrong,  bu 
because  we  think  at  the  present  stege  or  the 
colony's  existence  it  ie  scarcely  a  feasible 
one.  The  principle,  however,  el  the  motion  is 
one  to  which  bat  few  men  in  the  eoloey 
een  take  rational  exception.   To  tern  the 
30.000  ecres  of  arable  but  uncultivated  land 
ie  the  districts  of  North  end  Sonth  Seenieh 
Lake,  Victoria  and  Esqnimalt  into  bona  fide 
settlements  is  a  consummation  surely  "  de- 
voutly to  be  wished."  To  change  the 45,000 
acres  ol  cultivable  bat  primitive  eoil  in  Cow. 
icban,  Comiaken,  Shawnigan, 
and  two  other  districts,  into  ettraetiva 
eteads,  ie  certainly  one  ot  the  grendest  aims 
oar  colonial  legislation  could  keep  io  view 
At  present,  however,  tbinge  seem  te  have  an 
opposite  tendency.   To  look  over  the  settled 
districts  of  the  Island  end  see  the  infinites! 
real  amount  or  bon*  fide  settlement  or  cult 
vation  is  ee  sad  as  it  is  disgraoeful ;  and  yet 
this  weot  or  settlement— this  absence  of  cul- 
tivation—is not  due  to  either  eny  incapacity 
Of  the  soil  or  disinclination  of  the  inhebilants 
to  become  agriculturists.    One  or  the  princi 
pal  causes  or  the  mischief  is  to  ha  found  in 
the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  good  lands  in  the 
aettled  districts  are  held  by  speculators,  and 
held  ia  their  primitive  oondition.   So  long 
as  this  is  the  case— so  long  es  individuals  are 
allowed  to  retain  hundreds  end  thousands  of 
acres  of  land  without  putting  it  to  its 
legitimate  nee,  it  ie  beyond  all  reaaon  to 
expect  settlement  to  progress  or  anything 
or  a  permanent  ohereoter  te  grew  up  in  the 
country.   That  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  rectify  so  glaring  an  abuse  adroit, 
ol  no  discussion.   We  have  it  from  the  pens 
of  the  ableet  political  economists  that  the 
regulation  or  the  lend  ia  a  duty  paramount 
to  almost  every  other  subject  which  claims 
the  attention  or  Government.  M  When  land 
is  not  intended  to  be  cultivated  "  says  John 
Stuart  Mill.  "  no  good  reason  can  io  general 
be  given  for  it.  being  private  property  at 
all  ;  and  if  anyone  ie  pereaitled  to  call  n 
his,  he  ought  to  know  that  he  holds  it  by 
sufferance  of  the  community,  and  on  an  im 
plied  condition  that  hie  ownership,  since  it 
cannot  possibly   do  them  aoy  good, 
least   shall    not    deprtra  them  of 
which  they  could  hava  derived  from 
land  if  it  bad  been  unappropriated."    It  is 
here  made  e  primary  necessity  that  the 
owner  or  the  land  should  make  the  land 
productive  —othsrwiae  ha  has  really  no  busi- 
ness with  it.    In  another  place  Mr.  Mill  as- 
aerts  that  "  in  the  ease  or  lead,  no  exolasivo 
right  should  be  permitted  ia  aoy  individual, 
which  cannot  be  shown  to  be  productive  ol 
poeitiva  good."    Let  oar  legislators  lay 
these  weighty  sentences  to  heart.  They 
have  got  a  grave  eabjeot  to  deal  wi 
that  will  ir  neglected  or  abused  raise  a  storm 
about  their  heads  they  have  hot  bargained 
for.   Public  opinion  has  been  too  long  trifled 
with  oa  thie  qoestloo,  and  however  insecure 
are  the  positions  of  Messrs.  Trimble,  Frank- 
lin* Co.  at  the  present  time,  these  erratic 
gentlemen  will  Sad,  if  they  eootiuoo  to  throw 
.tumbling-blocka  to  the  way  of  right,  that
